June Term o! Court Convenes. 

After an adjournment of one week, j 
Judge Robert L. Stout convened the~ 
June term of the Bourbon Circuit 
Court yesterday morning. While 
Judge Stout came to Paris last Mon- 
day to hold court, an adjournment was I 
taken pending the action of the Court i 
of Aopeals regarding the constitution-! 
ality .of the law enacted at the recent! 
term of the Legislature, creating; a', 
separate district of the eounty of 
Franklin, and when the court's decis- 
ion knocked out the new district he. 
came here with a view of hearing 
equity cases. 

The petit and grand jurors were ex- 
cused until yesterday morning, when 
the grand jury was selected. Coi.. 
Root. B. Frankhn, Commonwealth'* 
Attorney, arrived yesterday from his 
home in Frankfort to look after the 
interests of the Comonwe»alth at th 
Dresent term of court. 

The call of the panel summoned for 
service on the grand jury, resulted in 
the following being selected : 

Wm. Meteer. James D. McClintock, 
Sweeney Isgrig, Current Cunningham, 
John G. Towles, J. G. Ockerman, VV. 
W. Hall. J. T. Hagan.Henry Gaitskill, 
C. V. Higgins, A.: D. Leach, Aaron 
Smedlpy. Mr. Towles was designated 
as foreman of the body. 

Judge Stout delivered the oath to 
Shritf A. S. Thompson and his depi* 
ties, W.F Talbott, J. O. Marshall and 
Ernest Martin and charged the crand 
jury briefly concerning the duties be- 
fore them. 

Judge Stout said that he realized the 
importance of a number of those com- 
posing the grand jury to be at home 
engaging in their labors on the farm, 
and for that reason he would make his 
charge a3 brief as possible, and out- 
lined the duties they were expected to 
perform. 

He said that Bourbon county enjoyed 
the distinction of being a peaceable 
and lawabiding county, and that repu- 
tation was due to the efforts of pre- 
ceeding juries in the performance of 
their duties. But with all the efforts 
of those emoowered to uphold the law 
and order of the community, there was 
bound to exist a certain lawless ele- 
ment. He said that in other States 
Kentucky held a very unenviable^repi- 
tation which was gained through the 
lawlessness of practically one section 
of the State, due to the laxity of the 
law in that section ar.d the inefficiency 
of grand juries. 

Without delivering an extensive 
charge Judge Stout referred to the 
misdemeanors, violations of the liquor 
law and gambling, carryingjconcealed 
weauons, and referred briefly to the 
fish and game laws which he said 
should be rigidly enforced to preaerve 
the game of the State. 

The call of the petit jury was made, 
and out of a panel of thirty-six only 
thirty apoeared. Of this number two 
were excused ar.d the remaining 
eleven qualified for service. Judge 
Stout ordered another panel to fill 
the two juries, which was followed by 
a call of the Commonwealth docket. 
The case of the Commonwealth vs. 
Richard Henson will probably be the 
first case taken up.

Milking the Country Bank? . 

Manager Scherer, of the New York 
Clearing House, ^testified to many 
things before the Money Trust investi- 
gating committee that will cause the 
country banks to sit up ^and take 
notice. 

The clearing house was shown to be 
composed of rify New York banks. No 
bank wih a capital stock amounting to 
less than $1,000,000 is eligible Jo 
membership. 

Mr. bcherer's testimony revealed a 
system bv which the New York banks 
gouge the country banks and their 
clients out of millions. 

He said that it cost seven cents D3r 
$LO0O to collect the checks of country 
banks. The Clearing House, he said, 
collects 70 cents per $1,000, or ten 
times the real cost. 

The average charge per day for el- 
ections is about $80,000. It amounts 
to about $50,000,000 a .year. From this 
fleecing process the fifty [banks com- 
prising the clearing house asscciation 
extorted sufficient tribute from the 
country bankers last year to enable 
each of the fifty New York banks to 
pay an eight per cent dividend on'their 
capital stock. 

Thus it becomes apparent to evary 
fair-minded person why the New York 
banks and financial magnates so bitter- 
ly opposed the investigation by Con- 
cress of the Money Trust. 

Eat the Pests. 

"Eat sparrows; when boned, broil- 
ed, buttered and served on toast they 
are as fine as quail." This is the lat- 
est advice of Uncle Sam to help his 
nephews and nieces reduce the high 
cost of living. The Department of 
Agriculture issued a comprehensive 
pamphlet on the English sparrow, con- 
demning him as u harmful pest, and 
concluding with a number of re:ipes 
for his preparation for the kitchen. 
Most of the pamuhlet is devoted to 
demonstrating the harmfulnesa of the 
sparrow and telling how to kill them.

Dodder in Clover. 

A'report frcm r the Kentucky Exper- 
iment Station is that : One t f th. 
-nost destructive weeds found in Ktn- 
tucky'is a'small twining yellow ot red- 
lish plant which clambers over ,ve» 
md alfalfa, securing itself t thfse 
ilants and robbing them of their sap. 
(t comes f om a minute I rowrish-gray 
eed, iookine like a particle « f dirt, 
vhich germiHates exactly like the s-:ed 
if clover, but aiter coming ip ue:s its 
nold on the soil and fattens up in other 
dar.ts. The love-vine is a related 
specie?, but is commonly found on 
alanta of little value, growing cn wet 
iar.d. • 

These plants have no true leaves and 
ire not weeds^in the proper sense, hu' 
jarasitee, deriving all their nourish- 
ment from plants of other sorts. The 
clover-inifesting speices becomes ex- 
tremely destructive at times, and some 
timee damages a planting so severely 
a9 to compel the owner to plow it up. 
Fortunately, it does not attack most 
other plants and hence, even if soil be- 
comes thickly sown with its seec's, it 
will still produce crops of other sorts. 
Yet it is sometime a scurce'of less and 
annoyance to the farmer to give up a 
tract of land for clover, or altala, be- 
cause of the presence of the seeds of 
dedder in the soil, and the question 
is often asked; "What can 1 do to get 
rid of it?" 

Very little can be done once soil is 
thickly sown with the seeds except 
using the land for other crops not sub- 
ject to attack and waiting until the 
seeds have lost their vitality. Just 
how long this will be necessary has not 
been determined but it would ir»bably 
be a good many years judging by what 
we know of the persistence ot other 



It is a matter of the utmost import- 
ance therefore to prevent land becom- 
ing infested with the pest and here 
something can be done. The seeds 
have been sown in large numbers in 
Kentucky with clover and alfalfa seed 
Our work of inspecting the field seeds 
sold in the market showed originally 
that a large proportion of both the 
clover and alfalfa seeds contained 
dodder seeds. At one time screenings 
containing ddodder and otehr weed 
seeds were imported to this country 
from Europe and were mixed with the 
seeds^sold to our farmers. This fact 
accounts for the general presence of 
dodder^seeds amongjclover and alfalfa 
seeds when we began *our work. The 
pest was about that time so thickly 
sown over the State that at present one 
is liable to find its seeds in any home- 
grown clover or alfalfa'seed offered for 
sale. To avoid sowing the seeds far- 
mers'shouldlfirst acquaint themselves 
with their appearance and to do this it 
is only necessary to buy a tripod mag- 
nifier costing about fifty cents, spread 
a sample of.clover or alfalfa seeds on 
a sheet of white paper and separate all 
foreign seeds. Dodder seeds mav be 
recognized ky the fact that they" are 
smaller than the average well matured 
Clover and alfalfa seeds, measuring but 
about 0.04 inch.in diameter, whereas 
good clover seed should measure about 
0.07 inch in length, 'and alfalfa 0.08 or 
0.09 inch. Seeds of the pest are near- 
ly spherical, though sometimes slightly 
angled'owing^to the pressure of the 
seed against another in the seed cap- 
sule. The surface is dull and smooth, 
the color, pale grav, or light brownish 
gray. Seeds of the field dodder or love 
vine, sometimes found with clover 
seeds averace a little larger than clo- 
ver dodder seeds and thus are not so 
easily serened out with the seives uaed 
bv seedsmen. Standard seives are in 
use, however, that will remove most, 
or all clover dodder seeds, and the 
presence of this doddei seed in samples 
is to be looked upon as condemning the 
stork from which it was taken. No 
man working for the Rood of the agri- 
culture of his country will knowingly 
put such seeds on the market. 

When farmers or seedsmen are un- 
able to decide for themselves about 
the presence of dodder seeds, samples 
should be sent to the Experiment 
Station at Lexington, where they will 
be examined free of c laice. 

Farmers can help greatly in reduc- 
ing the injuries of dodder, not only by 
refusing to buy field seeds in which 
are dodder seeds, but by refraning 
from harvesting clover seeds of infest- 
ed fields. When dodder is prevalent in 
clover or alafifa it is sometimes wise 
to cut the cron before the dodder seeds 
are ripe, or else plow the whole growth 
under and nut the land in some ether 
crop. A few patches of dodder in a 
field may sometimes be completely 
eradicated by using crude carbolic acid 
freely. This kills plants of all sorts 
for a time, but in one instance of 
slight infestation it was made use ot 
to accomplish the purpose very 
effectively on the Experiment Farm.

v Kentucky Crop Report. 

Reports coming to the Department 
of Agriculture as to the. condition of 
crops on June 1 shows the condition of 
wheat.to be 75.4 per cent. Tnis is a 
decrease of nearly four parts from 79 
per ccent. since May L With an acre- 
age of 83.8 and a condition of 75,4 per 
cent, there is not a great prospect for 
a wheat crop in the State this year. 

Condition of rye is given as 72. per 
cent The corn acreage as indicated is 
S2.6 per cent, of an average crop, con- 
dition of corn 81.88 per cent. Tht 
great amount of rainfall and the flood 
condition has prevented the sowing of 
a large acreage of oats, 79.7 being re- 
ported, condition ot which is 90.3 per 
cent. 

Potatoes form one of the most 
promising crops Kentucky has this 
year, the acreage being 95,3 per cent., 
condition 95.3 per cent. The per cent, 
of dark tobacco transplantd June 1, is 
71.4 per cent., indicating rapid 
progress is being made in the planting 
of this crop. Burley section has irans- 
pJanted only 51.1 per cent, of its crop. 
The recent dry weather has prevented 
the rapid transplanting of tobacco and 
the use of "setters" has been resorted 
to in order to get the crop out. 

Both the pig and the lamb crop is a 
short one, indicating a crop of 88.6 per 
cent, of pigs and 88.7 per cent of 
lambs. The shortage in piga and 
lambs is in great measure due to 
severe winter arid unfavorable con- 
ditions. Poultry has also suffered in 
this respect. The fruit crop is not a 
good one. Condition of apples, 70.4 
per cent. ; peaches, 61.8 per cent. ; 
pears, 72.9 per cent. ; plums, 81.8 per 
cent. ; grapes, 82.7 per cent, is report- 
ed. Blackberries are not to be so 
nlentiful this year, only 70.2 per cent, 
average crop reported. with raspberries 
but little better, 77.1 per cent. The 
bluegrass is reported as showing a con- 
dition of 103.5 per cent., alfalfa 91 per 
cent., clover 88.4 per cent. 

Some placeslrenort entire failure of 
clover and others an unusually good 
crop. * The same is true of the fruit 
and berry crop. Failure is reported 
from some localities in the State and 
an unusually good condition in others.

King McNamara Captured. 




After being a fugitive from justice 
for thirteen years, John H. ("King") 
McNamara, charged with the murder 
of former Parisian Jacob S. Keller, in 
Lexington, was arrested Friday in 
Louisville by Sheriff Dan W. Scott, of 
Fayette county. 

The arrest of McNamara draws the 
curtain on one of the most cold-blooded 
crimes ever committed in Lexington, 
lo February, 1899, McNamara shot 
Keller, who was the Q. & G. ticket 
agent in Lexington, at the corner of 
Main and Limestone streets, and from 
the effect of his injuries he died at a 
hospital a short time afterward. 
McNamara, who had been released on 
bond, made his escape shortly after 
the death of Keller, and has since been 
at large. His capture has been report- 
ed several times, but each time the 
prisoner under arrest proved to be the 
wrong man. 

McNamara was taken into custody 
at the Seelbach Hotel as he was 
entering the elevator, by Sheriff Scott, 
and returned to Lexington, where he 
is now confined in the county jail. His 
capture was effected through infor- 
mation gaind by the' Lexington officials 
from a female detective in Louisville, 
who nad been working on the case. It 
is said that McNamara had been hiding 
in Louisville for several years. 

Jacob 5. Keller, who lost his life at 
the hands of McNamara, formerly 
resided in this city, and was a son of 
the late Dr. David Keller. He was 
the first cousin of Dr. A. H. Keller, of 
this citv. 



Mtchiae Successful in Woodford 

Frank O'Neal. Jr., has just returned 
from Woodford ccunty, where Ihe fcas 
been engaged with his hemp breaking 
machine in breaking out the cropa of 
several prominent Woodford Droducers. 
After hauling the machine over fitty 
miles of turnpike it worked perfectly 
and turned out several crops of hemp 
fiber in record time. For Robert 
McConnell, Jr.. he broke a crop of 30 
acres in 45 hours ; for J. N. Camden 50 
acres in 6 3-4 days.and for Rout Cleve- 
land six acres in one day. 

Besides turning out hemp in such 
time the machine handles all grades of 
the fiber, many of which by the hand 
methods of breaking are allowed to go 
to waste. In a few days Mr. O'Neal 
will leave for the East where he will 
have constructed several more of the 
machines, one of which will be placed 
in operation in this county. Mr. 
O'Neal plans to take at least three of 
his machines to the Southern part cf 
California, where a hemD similar to 
that grown in Kentucky grows wild. 
The texture of the fiber of wild pro- 
duct, while not quite as fine as that 
cultivated in Kentucky, answers sever- 
al purposes, but great difficulty has 
been experienced in getting it on the 
market. 

The invention of Mr. O'Neal has had 
the effect of stimulating the growth of 
hemp in Central Kentucky and farmers 
who for several years have abandoned 
its culture will sow a large acreage 
this year, now that there is a ^visible 
means of getting their product on the 
market without the^many vexations of 
the hand-breaking machines, and the 
scarcity of men to operate them. Be- 
sides tney will be enabled to get their 
product on the market several months 
sconer than heretofore.

In a shooting affray which took 
place in Lexington, Saturday morning, 
Sheriff Dan Scott was wounded by 
Patrolman Ben R. McCann, of the 
Lexington police force.

Scott was taken- to the Good 
Samaritan Hospital, where it was 
found his Bhoulder had been shattered 
ty the bullet, and the severed artery 
caused much loss of blood. His con
